COUNTY INSTITUTIONS. 


Tlie following report, promised in ovir 


last, gives the views of the State offici- 
als whose duty it is to examine into and 
report upon the condition of all philan- 
thropic institutions. 
Tlie county, as 


well as nil concerned in their manage- 
ment, is to be congratulated on tlie very 
complimentary language used. 


ADAMS COUNTY TOOK HOUSE, 


Visited September 9th, 1892, by Dr. 


O'Keal, Dr. HcLeod and Mr. Biddle. 
The accommodations provided for the 


care of the poor of this County are now 
admirable. 
The four two-story brick 


buildings were in perfect order. Every 
place was clean and tidy. 
No clothing 


hung upon the bed room walls. 
The 


beds were supplied with good and warm 
clothing and were comfortable. 
The 


appearance of the inmates was neat and 
that which was of greater importance, 
they were themselves all contented and 
happy. 


One building contains the working 


people, one the women, one the feeble 
men, called the hospital and one the 
chronic insane. Where all were in such 
good condition it seems invidious to 
specially mention any department, but 
in this ease one of them seems to de- 
mand special notice, viz: Tlia two- 
story brick building provided tor the 
chronic insane. 
A competent head 


nurse and his wife, who live in the 
house, preside over this department. 
The former has charge of the males and 
tlie latter of the females. 
Nothing 


could surpass the cleanliness and neat- 
ness of the building. The beds were as 
white as snow, the patients clean and 
well clothed. Such of them as could be 
occupied were given such light wo-k as 
served to keep their bodies occupied 
and their minds engaged, whilst others 
were allowed the use of two well ap- 
pointed airing grounds. 
From the 


Steward down all who are engaged in 
the care of this establishment deserve 
and should receive warm commenda- 
tion. For several years past marked 
improvement has been shown here and 
it would not be recogni/ed as the place 
which existed some few years back. 


ADAMS COUNTY JAH,, 


Visited September 9th, IMG, by Dr. 


O'Neal, Dr. JIcLeod and Mr. Biddle. 
A stone building having in one cor- 


cidor in one tier, fourteen cells, provides 
the accommodations for the male piis- 
oners of the county. 
Two rooms on 


the outside, reached from the yard are 
provided for female prisoners. There 
were nine men and one woman impris- 
oned here at the time of this visit. The 
cells are large and well ventilated. The 
walls were without pictures or other 
means of concealment of their condi- 
tion from the jailor. 
They were well 


whitewashed. A large yard, within a 
high wall surrounds the jail. A pile of 
wood was the only blemish which this 
contained. The county allows 33 cents 
daily for the care of each prisoner. 


his life. He almost doubted my candor 
when I told him that it could not be im- 
proved upon, and that he should not at- 
tempt to add a word or take a word 
from it. With visible earnestness, half 
concealed by his genial smile, he said: 
Now, don't let old Doc make amistake. 
Tell me if there is anything wrong.' I 
could only say that it was perfect, and 
all who heard it the next day pronounc- 
ed it the most beautiful and impressive 
speech of the kind ever delivered in a 
like body, although Ingersoll had won 
more than national fame by his speech 
nominating lilaine in the same city but 
four years previous. 


"In 1888, when Cleveland was renom- 


inated a,t St. Louis, Dougherty again 
made the presentation speech, and I had 
the pleasure of hearing it in my room at 
the Lindell Hotel delivered in Dough- 
erty's own inimitable style as he walk- 
ed back and forth. It, too, was a great 
speech, but he never equaled the inspi- 
ration of an hour that made his Cincin- 
nati speech immortal. He had studied 
it with too much care, knowing that he 
had a high reputation to maintain, and, 
while none could find fault with a single 
sentence or word, and no one could sug- 
gest improvement, it was not equal to 
the Hancock speech, simply because the 
Hancock speech was incomparable. It 
was not in any degree disapointing, but 
those who remembered the Cincinnati 
speech of eight years before still remem- 
bered it as the grandest oratorical effort 
of the history of political national con- 
ventions. Of all the many speeches he 
has made he was ever for country, for 
honesty and for the right, and in all my 
wide personal acquaintance of nearly 
half a century I have never known one 
who so fully completed the circle oE of a 
perfect American citizen."

The Silver-Tongned. 


I'.EMIXISCENfES OK THE FAMOI'S OI1A- 


TOIl, DAXIEL BOUGIIKH'l'Y. 


Tlie incense ot kind words wliieb still 


hangs over the tomb of Daniel Dough- 
erty will ever remain ns a grateful per- 
fume to the many who loved him. Few 
men left more mourners sincerely be- 
reaved. Cast in a beroic mould, with 
the stature of a gladiator and the pose 
of a sculptured Grecian, yet his l>eing 
thrilled with the tenderest impulses and 
he throbbed with a woman's pulse. 


"Dear old Doc," 
said Mr. McClure, 


of Tlie Times, in speaking of him, "what 
a gap he makes in the circle of our 
genial nnd delightful men. 
I knew him 


most intimately for more than a gener- 
ation. In ]85G, when he won his first 
distinction as a party orator of more 
than State fame, he attended the Dem- 
ocratic State Convention at Chambers- 
burg, where I resided, in company with 
Colonel Forney, who was then chair- 
man of the Democratic State commit- 
tee. 
Although opposed to both of them 


in politics, I had them as my guests, 
and from that time until the long halt 
came to both, our relations were of the 
most delightful character. 
Dougherty 


made one of the most impassioned and 
eloquent speeches I ever heard before 
the Convention in behalf of Buchanan's 
election. 
He believed then that Bu- 


chanan's election was the only safety to 
the Union, and Colonel Forney ad- 
dressed a large mass meeting in the 
evening in which he most eloquently 
and impressively tiupbt the same faith. 


He was one of the most unselfish, up- 


right and patriotic citizens I have ever 
met. 
There was no human power 


capable of leading him against his con- 
victions of right. To them he was ever 
faithful as the needle to the pole and 
his sublime manhood logically resulted 
in almost constant political differences 
with those with whom he was presumed 
to be associated in party efforts. 
He 


was a model citizen, a model patriot, a 
silver-tongued orator, a devoted friend 
and a paragon of excellence in every 
domestic virtue. Such a man could not 
pass away without being profoundly 
lamented by all who love grandeur in 
human character and fidelity in public 
and private life. 


"The 
greatest of all 
Dougherty's 


many great oratorical efforts was his 
brief speech nominating Hancock for 
President in the Democratic National 
Conventional Cincinnati in 1880. 
He 


was not a member of the delegation, 
and was present solely as a spectator 
without thought of participating in any 
way in its proceedings. 
On the after- 


Cheap Laborers From Protected Coun- 


tries. 


Even the strongest protectionists will 


admit that the men who are crowding 
our native and naturalized workmen 
out of employment, are natives of Hun- 
gary and Italy. It is from these coun- 
tries, more than from any other section 
of the globe, that cheap labor is secured 
to take the place of our own workmen, 
when they object to a reduction of 
wages or when particularly low priced 
laborers arc wanted. 


And have you ever thought of the 


fact that these two countries have the 
highest protective tariff laws of any of 
the governments of Europe, and that 
if "protection" protected the "laborer," 
that the Hungarians and Italians, at 
home, ought to be the happiest and 
most prosperous workingmen on the 
face of the earth. 


The simple fact that fiom these two

only to workingmen upon farms, in factories, 
mines, shops, stores, offices, etc., and their 
families, npon certificates of their employers 
that in good faith they are snch. It will be 
obvious that while the railroad companies 
wonld be protected against loss, and make 
a small profit ont of that particular train, it 
wonld alco be true that if there were 500 
passengers in tbe train the proportion of 
cost paid by each passenger wonld be only 
20 cents. It is probable that the tare of a 
single passenger by one of these trains for a 
distance of 1,500 miles npon this basis would 
be only about one dollar ! Such classifica- 
tion of passengers wonld not disturb in tbe 
least tbe usnal passenger rates already es- 
tablished by any railroad company. 
Then 


let the Columbian Exposition directors re- 
duce tbe fare on Wednesdays for the admis- 
sion of workingmen and their families to 
the exposition to ten cents each. Let some 
enterprising contractor agree to furnish food 
en ronte, for one week's time, to tbe great 
nomber of people availing themselves of 
these terms, at a rate not exceeding the rate 
for army rations, say 25 cents a day for three 
meals. We suggest Wednesday 
for the 


workingmen's day ot admission to the great 
Fair, because trains could then b* started 
from a distance of at least 1,500 miles from 
Chicago on Monday, which would deliver 
their passengers at tbe Fair grounds on Wed- 
nesday morning, giving thtm the whole of 
that day for tbe Exposition, and allowing 
them the whole of Thursday to visit tbe 
shops and stores of that city generally ; and 
by leaving Chicago on Thursday night the 
passengers wonld be back at their homes by 
Saturday night without infringing npon the 
Sabbath day. 
This radius wonld embrace 


everything as far east as tbe eastern bound- 
ary of the United States ; as far south as its 
southern boundary ; as far west aa Salt Lake 


ORIGIN OF POSTOFHCES.— The name 


poetoffice originated in the posts placed at 
intervals along the roads of the Roman em- 
pire, where carriers were kept in readiness 
to bear dispatches and intelligence ; bnt tbe 
posts of ancient times were never nsed for 
the pntpose of convoying private correspond- 
ence. Tbe first letter post seems to have 
been established in the Hanse towns in the 
early part of the Thirteenth century. A 
line ot letter posts followed connecting 
Austria with Lombard/ in the reign of 
Maximilian. In England in early times 
letters were sent by messengers, who wore 
the royal livery. They had to supply 
themselves with horses until the reign of 
Edward 1, when posts were estab'Hhed 
with horses for hire. 
Caoiden mentions 


the office of "master of the posts" as exis- 
ting in 1581. A foreign post for the con- 
veyance of letters between London and the 
Continent seems to bave been established 
in the Fifteenth century.

Winter Killing of Clover 


It is believed by the editor of Hoard s 


Dairyman that a great deal of the loss 
through so-called winter killing of 
clover comes from another cause—the 
allowing the clover to mature too far 
before cutting. He savs. "Clover is a 
biemtial plant—that is, it lues two 
years or until't seeds, and then it dies 
The same root never seeds twice, hence 
it must die. The way to keep it alive 
and strong is to cut it before the forma- 
tion of the seed in the head and cut 
another crop later in the season, say m 
September, cutting that also before any 
seed is formed. In this way the plant 
does not perform the purpose of nature 
and object of its life, which 19 the pro- 
duction of seed. 
As long as it is 


thwarted in this purpose the plant strug- 
gles to exist and is vigorous. 
There is 


great low annually through the killing 
of clover, and whatever is caused by 
too late cutting can be remedied by 
paying attention to the laws which gov- 
ern its life. Besides this, tbe farmer 
will have, if the clover is cut twice,
